Workingmen’s Dally to Be No Longer at Mercy of Powers Behind Large Advertisers—Daily Too Hot for 
the Plunderbund and “Legitimate” Money Lords—Leader Now Has Second Largest 

Advertising Patronage of All the City Papers 
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'The Leader ia selling for a cent. Half of 
that goes to the newsboy or the carrier. 

Part of the OTHER half penny goes to 
the news agency. The Leader has less than 
one half of a cent left for every copy it sells. 
The white sheet alone costs more than the 
price the newspaper brings. The advertising 
must pay for the rest, or there is a deficit 
every day. 

Thus every additional subscriber to a 
modern daily is an additional source of 
financial weakness unless- made 'V by cor¬ 
responding growth in advertising. Other¬ 
wise the paper must then have some “angel" 
—some “uncle” to pay the deficit. 

This is true not only of a Socialist paper or 
of The Leader—it holds good for every daily.

Iowa. $17,250). This.U a sum fully 
equal to that which now separates the 
average wage worker from ownership 
In the tools of bis industry, and indicate* 
that from now on the landless farmrr 
must surrender all hop** of ever entering 
the class of farm owners. 

“That-the conclusion drawn above I* 
correct Is borne out by the fact that in 
the three states of Indiana. Iowa. 
Illinois (the only ones In this locality 
from which the census data I*avallavlc). 
the total number of farm* has (decreased 
from 714.670 In lOOO. to 6*4.410 In 1010. 
The agricultural counties or these stales 
almost without exception show an 
alwolute decrease lu population, a still 
further proof of the same facta. 

Small Farmer Disappearing. 

“Still another fact trading to the 
same concbision that the class of small 
farm owners Is disappearing ia the 
census statement that in these three 
states the number of farms of between 
20 and 100 acres in area has absolutely 
decreased, while those of less than 20 
acres and of more than 175 acres 
show the most rapid rate of increase. 
This fact is indicative of the two forms 
In which agricultural concentration 
is operating; through the formation 
of Intensively cultivated, artificial!;, 
heated and wage-worker operated sub¬ 
urban market gardens, and largely 
mechanically cultivated farms. 

• perhaps more Important tnan any 
of the above facta as showing the

Herr the census figures' 
show that from 45 per rent f«* 66 per 
cent of all farms are operated by ten¬ 
ants. while investigation of the cotton 
farming districts (the overw hclmingl> 
dominant agricultural industry! shows 
that fblty W) per cent of^ihe cotton 
farms are operated by tenants, whose 
condition Is far below that of theavrragi 
factory wage-worker. 

Coat la Increasing. 

“The land is not the only instrument 
essential to agricultural production 
whose ownership by thi producer is 
growing more difficult. The coat of 
farm machinery and thr animals neces¬ 
sary for cultivation where anlmr.l 
power is used i* also Increasing rapidly. 

. "With tht introduction of other than 
animal power, which 1$ now progress¬ 
ing at a most revolutionary rate, this 
cost will soon render these instruments 
also far beyond the reach of thr farm 
worker. Along with this goes the mul¬ 
tiplication of subsidiary industries per¬ 
forming operations hitherto performed 
upon the farm, or which are Immediately 
essential to agriculture, but the ma¬ 
chinery for which are completely out 
Of ownership of the farmer Such 
are sugar beet factories, canning fac¬ 
tories. packing houses, alfalfa mills, 
cotton gins, rice mills, etc 

“The workers i* ‘acted by these 
conditions reach a total of more than 
JO.DOO.OOO in 1010. and constitute by 
far the largest .number embraced in 
any single brsneb of industry: To 
confess ourselves unable to include 
these In tho program of Socialism is 
to surrender our position »r the po¬ 
litical representatives of the working 
da»s.

but uneducated people in every community 
who think that Socialism means nothing but 
red Rag waving, bomb throwing, confiscation of 
private property and enforced, immediate equal 
division of all the possessions of those who have 
with those who have not. 

Therefore, we never have blinded ourselves 
nor our readers to the truth that there are two 
classes of mr.n in this country who are doing 
vastly mora foi the spread of Socialism than the 
ablest Socialist leaders. Morgan. Rockefeller, 
and their kir.<* in IU veers have accomplished 
in the matter of Socialistic machinery building 
more than all the conscious Socialists could 
hvne accomplished unaided in a century. 

Morgan is doing herculnean work for So¬ 
cialism in two directions: First, his flotations 

of fictitious securities of railroads end the ne¬ 
cessities of life ore heaping such burdens upon 
the consuming public that to this cause directly 
is traceable the rapidly increasing army of 
agitating Socialists. 

Second, Morgan is creating the titanic 
machinery of co-operation which the Socialists 
have been able to create on a large scale only in 
dreams. . 

Several years ago we made this prophecy: "If 
the economic policy now known as “Morganizing" 
is permitted to*prevail, without increased checks 
and stringent regulation, the time will come in 
this country when the army of discontent will 
be large enough to step in and hfndie for what 
they will regard as the public interest the mam¬ 
moth machinery which Mr. Morgan and his 
kind have constructed for their selfish power 
and aggrandizement." 

But there is another class doing only leas 
than the trust-builders in the same direction 
It is a powerful class and, despite the Archbafds 
and Hanforda, not composed, as a rule, of weak 
or vanal men, not of conscious wrong-doers. 

That class which is spreading belief in Social¬ 
ism among all the thousands of good people 
who do not understand in tha least what scien¬ 
tific Marxian Socialism Is, and is doing a far 
worse thing in breading a cynical, anarchistic 
distrust of all law, is composed in the main of 
honorable, well-meaning Americans, who sin¬ 
cerely believe that they not only are doing 
every day their honeit duty as individual citizens, 
but are performing patriotic public service and 
preserving the fine traditions of an ancient and 
honorable profession. 

It is the judges and the lawyers of America 
who, by the torturing of words and the exalta¬ 
tion of obsolete technicalities above all demands 
of justice, are the true creators of a destruc¬ 
tive spirit of unrest with which they are the first 
to charge to wiser, more far-sighted advocates 
of true progress and improvement.— Philadel¬ 
phia North American. 


A Socialist sits in tha national congrasa. 
In the various legislatures more than 30 men 
who hold the Socialist political belief sit duly 
elected. Socialists have been or are mayors of 
Amsrican cities as large as Milwaukee and 
Schenectady. Were a Socialist to receive enough 
votes he would be inaugurated president of tne 
United States without question. Yet in the 
American city of*Seattle a judge of the United 
States district court has flouted law and reason 
and the constitutional liberties of the individual 
by annulling the citizenship papers and refusing 
naturalization to a law-abiding man for this 
sole assigned reason: 

Because "he admitted he is a Socialist, a 
frequenter of assemblages of Socialists, in which 
ha participates as a speaker, advocating a pro¬ 
paganda for radical changes in the constitution 
of the country, and because he entertained 
those views at the time he applied for his nat¬ 
uralization papers Smorc than two years ago." 

This action by Federal Judge C. H. Hanford 
will, of course, be reversed on appeal. But this 
will not mitigate the judicial outrage. Ha has 
disgraced the bench as a notorious corporation 
servant and antagonist of popular rights. Yet 
neither now, any more than when his fellow- 
citizerr* hanged him in effigy as their only means 
of protest, can this judgs be made innocuous. 

There is no way to remove Hanford from the 
bench because he has barred a man from civil 
rights for having political views that do not 
meet his ideas. Hanford cannot be impeached 
for this decision. There is no recall that can 
touch him. ^Appointed for life, he belongs to 
the judicial-^ and is safe- 

He has served the cause of Socialism. The 
disservice he has done is injured by the lawless 
effrontery of this unworthy r.crvant who has 
assumed the mastery that does not exist in any 
branch of our government to disfranchise any 
man because of his poiitival opinions. 

The North American is not. and never has 
been, a supporter of the Socialist propaganda. 
Only last year Congressman Berger paid this 
newspaper tha compliment of singling out this 
newspaper as "one of our hardest opponents 
to combat," because "tha honest, intelligent 
reformer* stand for their class, and the more 
honest and the more intelligent they are the 
better fight they put up." 

We endeavor to tell only the truth about 
Socialism and the Socialists. Wo do not echo 
the nonsense, for example, that Milwaukee 
"repudiated" them when they increased their 
vote and forced sill other parties to unite in order 
to defeat them. We recognize the reasons for 
the discontent which they express and the fine 
humanitarianiam of much of their creed, and 
our opposition is not that of those eminently 
respectable tens of thousands of well-meaning

education and the establishment of model farms. 

ARTICLE 5. 

Encouragement by the Board of Agriculture of co-operative 
societies of farmers— 

For the buying of seed and fertilizer. 

For the purchase and common use of implements and machinery. 

For the preparing and sale of produce. 

For the working of land by groups. 

ARTICLE 6. 

Organization by the state for loans on mortgages and warehouse 
certificates, the interest charges to cover cost only. 

ARTICLE 7. 

State insurance agains) diseases of animals, disease of plants, 
insects, pests, hail, flood, storm, and fire. 

ARTICLE 8. 

Aid and encouragement to be given the actual workers of the 
farms in the formation of district co-operative associations which shall 
he given the power to issue bonds for the purchase of suitable farming 
lands—bonds to be redeemable in forty years. Individuals purchasing 
such lands shall pay the puAhase price of land in share or cash, annual 
or semi-annual rentals extending over a period of forty years, or may 
at their option pay in full in any given number of years. 

ARTICLE 9. 

Exemption from taxation and execution of dwellings, tools, farm 
animals, implements and improvements to the amount of one thousand 
dollars. 

ARTICLE 10. 

-A graduated tax on the value of rented land and land held for 
speculation. * , v 

- <«. ARTICLE 11. ’ 

Absentee landlords to assess their own lands, the state reserving 
the right to purchase such lands at their assessed value plus ten per 
cent. 

ARTICLE 12. 

' Land now in the possession of the state or hereafter acquired 
through purchase, reclamation or tax sales to be rented to landless 
farmers under the supervision of the Board of Agriculture at-the pre¬ 
vailing rate of share rent or its equivalent. The payment of such rent 
to cease as 6pon as the total amount of rent paid.is equal to the value 
of the land and the tenant thereby acquires for himself and his children 
the right of occupancy. The title to all such lands remaining with the 
commonwealth. .

What Every Farmer Ought to Know 


THE REMEDY. 

Wc find that our trouble started with the election of the $250 per 
year men who made the laws in Madison. Therefore we may properly 
look in the same direction for the remedy. In the first place, we must 
pay salaries to ou.f law makers that will allow bigger men to accept 
the job. Running the state of Wisconsin should not be u side line or 
a stepping stone to something better. Only the best and ablest should 
be entrusted with the administration of tin- state. Two hundred and 
fifty dollars per year don’t buy that kind of men. The first thing to do 
is to raise the wages of the lawmakers to not less than $1,000 per year. 
This will allow working people and farmers to sit in the legislature 
and it is this class that deserves special consideration from that body. 
So far : .t was for the lumber interests, the railroad companies and the 
waterpower sharks that legislation was enacted. In the future it must 
be the men who make, rather then the men who take, who will receive 
the benefit of law-making. To accomplish this the wage worker and 
farmer himself must invade the legislative field. The laws of the future 
must be in the interest of the toiler. By serving this clnss, we serve 
society. But neither the farmer nor the wage working class can accom¬ 
plish much by its own efforts. Only when these two classes join their 
forces can a result be obtained. Such a union is already in existence 
in the state of Oklahoma where the labor unions, the farmers’ union 
and the Socialist party work harmoniously together. The farmers’ 
program of the Socialist party of Oklahoma formulated four years ago 
may, with a few changes, be npplied to the state of Wisconsin. The 
Social-Democratic party of this state is well known for its constructive 
policy. It already has a strong representation in the Wisconsin legis¬ 
lature that voted m every instance for everything in the interests of 
the farmers. Come together, you workers of the field and shop. Cap¬ 
ture the powers of the state and join hands with the many earnest 
and able scientists at your state university in reclaiming the political 
and economic jungle of Wisconsin. v 

As a working program not to be blindly copied but carefully 
studied and applied to Wisconsin conditions I submit the Oklahoma 
farmers’ program. Study it. well, brother farmer, above all things 
remember that your wellfare lays in a close political nnion with the 
city workers.

FARMERS PROGRAM OF OKLAHOMA SOCIALISTS. 

As measures calculated to bring into collective property the land, 
and enable every farmer to have the use the occupancy of the land 
sufficient for a home and the support of his family, we hereby advocate 
and pledge our elected officers to the following program: 

ARTICLE I. 

The retention and constant enlargement of the public domain: 

By retaining school and other public lands. 

By purchase of arid and overflow lands and the state reclamation 
of nil such lands now held by the state or that may be acquired by the 
state. 

By the purchase of all lands sold for the non-payment of taxes. 

By the purchase of segregated and unalloted Indian lands. 

By the retention of leaned lands after the expira'ion of lenses and 
the payment of the improvements thereon at an appraised valuation.
